Rudder .Case Is 
Sent To Grand Jury 


The case against Mrs. Ida Rudder, 


who was arrested Saturday night with 
a gallon of whiskey in her possession, 
was this morning tried and send to the 
grand jury. Some little time as con* 
sumed by arguments between attor- 
neys for the defendant and the com- 
onwealth's attorney who were at issue 
as to the doubtful phases of the case, 
relative to her arrest on the street 
when the warrant the officers had was 
for the search of her home on Lynn 
street. 
Sergeant J. H. Martin on Saturday 
afternoon received information that 
a load of whiskey had been seen to go 
into a house on Lynn street. Acting 
under his own suspicions he procured 
a warrant for the search of Mrs. Rud- 
der's house. "When he and the other 
officers arrival they saw the woman 
coining up the street about 500 yards 
from her horned She was carrying a 
knit handbag which contained what 
appeared to be two fruit jars. When 
she saw the 
police she. turned and 
started in the opposite direction. She 
was soon overtaken and placed un- 
der arrest, and the package proved to 
be a gallon of whiskey. 
The search of the house was also 
carried out but only about three quarts 
'of liquor were found. Because of the 
fact that Mrs. Rudder was allowed 
under the law to keep a gallon ot 
whiskey in her house, the three quarts 
were not bothered. 
When the evidence was_ neara in 
court attorneys tor the defendant 
sought to have the charge dismissed 
on the grounds that the evidence was 
inadmissable because Mrs. Rudder was 
arrested on the street without a war- 
rant and that the officers had violated 
'the law themselves in SO doing. 
On. 
the other hand the commonwealth s 
attorney argued that although the of- 
ficers were not doing the right thing 
bv arresting the woman without a 
warrant, the evidence was admissable 
in the case and he proceeded to cite 
decisions of the supreme court. This 
provided grounds for further argu- 
ment. The case was then sent to the 
grand jury for action.

Compulsory Act 


For Schools In 


Effect Sept. 1 


New Law of Virginia Be 


quires All Children from. 
8 to 14 to Attend School- 
Penalties Provided for 
All Violations. 


RICHMOND, April 23.—The new 
state compulsory education law, pass- 
ed by the last General Assembly, will 
go into effect in. all parts of, the state 
on next September 1. It requires 
children from 8 to 14 years of age to 
attend school during the entire ses- 
sion. 
, After the educational survey was 
completed 
in Virginia, the State 
Board of- Education and the State 
Teachers' Association, with the aid of 
experts, drafted a compulsary attend- 
ance law. This was done after a 
careful study of similar laws in other 
states. The law which was prepared 
and introduced ,at the last session of 
the Legislature, was very similar to 
the Alabama law, which lias worked 
admirably. 
The law_ waa amended a number of 
times, and after being kicked around 
like a scrub football team it was fin- 
ally passed. 
The provision In the 
state constitution, which had prevent- 
ed the passage of an effective compul- 
sory education law, was repealed in 
1920 by a majority of more than 80.- 
000, the largest majority ever given 
In Virginia, which would appear to be 
a mandate from the people to pass a 
sensible compulsory education law. 
The new law provides that every- 
parent, guardian or other person in 
the state of ^ Virginia having control 
of any child} or children, who have 
reached the eighth birthday and have 
jiot passed the fourteenth birthday, 
shall send such child or children t<» 
a public or private school, or employ 
a qualified teacher in the home to 
teach the child or children for a per- 
iod equal to the term of {the public 
school. 
It further provides that the child 
must enroll at the opening of schooi 
and attend regularly during the en- 
tire session, whatever the length of 
the session may be, unless the child 
has already completed the elementary 
course of study prescribed by the 
State Board of Education. Under this 
law. it will no longer be possible for 
parents to instruct their children In 
the home and meet the requirements 
of the law, unless they are certificated 
or approved by the State Board of 
Education. 
Any parent, guardian or other per- 


son who fails to send such child to 
school, or -who makes a false state- 
ment concerning the age or school at- 
tendance of a child between the ages 
of eight and fourteen years, or any 
person who attempts to Induce any 
child to be absent unlawfully from 
school, or who knowingly employs or 
harbors, while school is in session, 
any child absent unlawfully from 
school, or any person who commits 
any offense under this act for which 
no specific penalty is provided, shall 
be gulty of a misdemeanor and, on 
conviction, shall be fined not exceed- 
ing f 25. 
All attorneys for the commonwealth 


in Virginia in their respective coun- 
ties and cities are required under the 
law to prosecute all casvs arising un- 
der this act. 
Every school board shall have 
power to appoint wish the approval ot 
the divialon superintendent ot school* 
one or more attendance officers, who 
shall be charged with the enforce- 
ment of this act. and who for such 
purpose only shall be vested with the 
power and authority of police officers 
and constables. 
Where no such attendance officer is 
appointed by the local school board, 
the division superintendent of schools 
shall act as chief attendance officer. 
The law will be in operation in 
every twiaty and city in Virginia, at 
the opening of n vrt session unless the 
local laying authority sets the law 
aside, because there are noe s 
buildings to bouse the chlWren. or 
unless there Is concurrent action on 
the part of the school Jjoard and the 
board ot supervisor*, or on the part of 
the conncrt^'or other governing body 
of the city, and the school board. 
The strosg featares about the law 
are that every ohild must enroll In 
the school at the beginning of the 
session and attend regularly durSnp 
the entire session; and in order to 
meet the requirements of a private 
school, there must be a teacher, 
qualified and approved by the Slate 
Board of Education.

No clue has been found thus far to 
the bold robbery of Ixraksville, N. G. 
postofflce, which took place early last 
Friday morning and which resulted 
in $750 in cash and stamps being 
taken after the door of the safe had 
been blown off. 
Postoffice inspectors are reported to 
have visited Pelham, where a negro 
on Saturday found a. mail sack hidden 
in some woods this containing some 
letters and money orders taken from 
the looted Leaksville office. 
The ne- 
gro at once notified J. O. Fitzgerald, 
postmaster of Pelham, who in turn 
notified the authorities. 
One hundred dollars in currency 


and 10,000 two-cent stamps and 8,000 
one-cent stamp's and others of larger 
denominations were taken. The rob- 
bers entered the buhding, in the heart 
of the business section of the town, 
frt>m the rear, and proceeded to blow 
open the safe. From all indications 
it appears that the work was accom- 
panied by expert yeggs.

Broach Cleared 


Of AD Charges; 


Is Given Freedom 


W. H. Broach, who was recently 
arrested here on complaint filed by 
the Henry county authorties, and who 
remained in jail for several days, has 
been released from custody •'and the 
warrant held against him, this charg- 
ing him with conducting business as 
a peddler, dropped without trial fol- 
lowing the taking out ot the neces- 
sary license. 
Broach, who was once a railway 


man, and now a cabinet-maker, stat- 
ed today that his arrest was the result 
of a misunderstanding. He admitted 
that he had given a check at Figgs- 
boro, in Hentry county, to a man for 
eggs and chickens, at a time when he 
did not have sufficient money to meet 
tne obligation in the bank but, he as- 
serts, he had a verbal understanding 
with the man in question not to cash 
the check until he had a chstnce to 
realize profits on the produce be'had 
bought. 
The check, however, was 
presented for payment before Broach 
could make good on the-transaction, 
and a warrant charging him with ut- 
tering a worthless check was sent to 
the local authorities, who appre- 
hended him as a fugitive, from justice. 
While in jail, 'however, the amoupt of 
the check rnprte payable to the Henry 
merchant was made good and the 
charges -were dropped and the local 
charge of peddling without a license 
was also never tried, since Broach 
paid the necessary license before he 
was arraigned. 
Several other checks 
which -were issued have also been 
made good by Broach, these leading 
to the .withdrawal of complaints 
which were made to the police. Rec- 
ords at the courthouse show no 
charge of forgery against Broach and 
a satisfactory settlement appears to 
have been made regarding ether 
transactions which were complained 
ofr

Dies In Henry Co. 


News was received here today of 
the death near Martlnsvllle of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Perkins Hairston, widow of 
J. T. Watt Hairston. Mrs. Hairston 
passed away at about 2 o'clock this 
morning after having remained for 
two days in a-state of coma. About 
four weeks ago she sustained what at 
first was considered a stroke of par- 
alysis, although it was never definite- 
ly pronounced as one.

lamp which produces "cold light" has 
been Invented by a ''German and sev- 
eral specimens recently have been 
brought Into this country, according 
to Dr. Ehrlch Hausmann, professor of 
physics of the Brooklyn Institute. 


The lamp is strong enough for a 


reading lamp in its present undevel- 
oped 0tate. If it becomes a commer- 
cial success and could be adapted to 
our system of lighting it would cut 
electricity bills more than 90 per cent, 
according to Dr. Hausmann. 
"It is a fold light, but Js produced 


with some waste of energy and not 
with the efficiency whicji Prof. E. 
Newton Harvey, of Princeton, seems 
to attained." said Dr. Hausmann. "So 
far as I know, the work of Dr. Har- 
vey is a great advance over anything 
previously done in the way of produc- 
ing light by chemical mcan«. The dis- 
covery of_ the agent which produces 
the 
continuous 
chemical 
reaction 


seems to be its chief secret. 


"I have experimented with the G€r- 


man invention, although I had noth- 
ing to do with inventing or develop-

SENTENCE-BY SCIENCE 


BY ROT GIBBONS. 


CHICAGO. April 14.—Science, tak- 
\* ing upon Itself the triple role of 
judge, jury and Jallc.r has sentenced 
Mrs.. Jennie Barmore to life imprison- 
ment! 


Mrs. Barmore Is guilty of no crime 
but she must isolate herself in her 
cottage. She must remain alone. She 
can prepare food lor no one but her- 
self. 


Because science says Mrs. Barmore 
is a typhoid carrier! 
She Is not herself a sufferer from 
typhoid. But scientists say that cours- 
ing in her blood stream are myriads 
of the dread germs that cause typhoid. 
They say she might transmit thte 
malady to others if any contact with 
the outside world were allowed.' 
Her case is one of the most unusual 
on record. It marks the first attempt 
by local health boards to use their 
broad police powers in isolating any 
one who might endanger the health of 
the community. 


What Official Says. 


Here is the final pronouncement on 
the case by Herman Bundensen. health 
official: 
"Mrs. Barmore will be Jocked up 
permanently if she refuses to stop 
handling food and does not sterilize 
her hands. 
"Meanwhile she can come and go 
under these provisions with due in- 
spection of health officers. We rtould 
lock her up permanently but we do 
not wish to be severe." 


But even this sail degree of freedom 


Is only theoretical and means nothing, 
Mrs Barmore says. 
"For when I venture forth people 
flee from me," she says. "Even my 
losest friends shun me. I intend to 
stay Indoors—make myself a volun- 
tary "rlsoner until I die." 


Mrs. Barmore lost her last attempt 
at unrestricted freedom when the Illi- 
nois supreme court denied a petition 
for rehearing In a long fight ^secure 
a writ of habeas corpus which would 
remove Mrs. Barmore from jurisdic- 
tion of Chicago health authorities.

FREIGHT RATES 
ARE TOO HIGH FOR 


PRESENT PRICES 


WASHINGTON, Arl 22.—Transpor- 


tation rates on products of agricul- 
ture, as on many other -commodities 
now "bear a disproportionate rela- 
tion to the price of such commodi- 
ties," and should be-immediately re- 
duced, according to findings of the 
joint congressional commission of ag- 
ricultural inquiry, announced today 
by Chairman Anderson. 
Not only 
should these freight charges come 
down, the report declared, but in the 
future rate making bodies and rail- 
road traffic officers should give "great- 
er consideration to the relative value 
of commodities in the 
making of 
rates," and let existing charges on 
high priced finished products stand if 
necessary to remove cost burdens from 
basic matters. 
Exhaustive review of the transpor- 
tation situation has convinced the 
commission. Chairman Anderson said, 
that "pyramided per cent, advances 
of freight rates during and following 
years "caused" dislocation of long 
standing relationships between rates 
on' agricultural and industrial pro- 
ductsa and between competitive en- 
terprises and competitive territory." 
Which diulocatlan-should now be re- 
moved. " The object of rate making 
bodies should b«, he said In resenting 
commission views, "to readjust rates 
so far as practicable * * • • to rela- 
tionship existing prior to 1918." 
Effects of freigh rates are empha- 
sized, it was said, becaus eon perish- 
ables "they amount normally to one- 
third, of the selling rice, and frequent- 
ly two thirds" and "purchasers and 
farmers are dependent in a marked 
degree upon transportation charges" 
in prices. The general result of In- 
creased railroad rates and depressed 
commodity prices was to bring railroad 
rates on farm products in October, 
1921, to an index average of 169, or 
roughly 69 per cent, above pre.-war 
levels, while farm products stood at 
102 or barely 2 per cent, above pre- 
war. 
Outside of its general conclusions,

Increasing ifi Great Britain, "according 
to figures given out at the annual 
mo&ttng of the . Cremation Society of 
England. 
For the first time in its 
history of over 50 years, the meeting 
was presided over by a. woman, Mrs. 
Spencer Graves. 
Last year 1,9,22 cremations took 
place at the 14 crematoria in the 
country, that of Golden Green, in 
London, heading the liat with £93. 
Among those cremated last year were 
judges, blBhope, surgeons, peeresses, 
members of parliament, journalists, 
artists soldiers, sailors and emient 
women social workers. 
i The cremation of th« late Duchess 
of Connaurht by her specific instruc- 
tions was an Innovation In royal obse- 
quies but the reform has always had 
strong supporters among English no- 
bility. The Duke of Bedford son of 
one of the founders of the society, baa 
erected a crematory for the sole use 
of his ducal house. 


The present cost of cremation In 


England is roughly $30. Urns to hold 
the ashes .are rarel yused, ttye general 
practice being to scatter the ashes in

We had been endeavoring to give 
them the information both a* to the 
situation in Kentucky in the Burley 
dlatrict and al*o in th* state, which 
a* a part of the Trl-State organiza- 
tion 
composed 
of Virginia, North 
and South Carolina. 
Time and time again the editor cf 
the Time* ha* been aeked to give hi* 
opinion on the subject and) we have 
been studying the question carefully 
and trying, to look at it from all it* 
angles that we might come to a cor- 
rect 
conclusion. The 
truth of the 
matter is, Cooperative marketing of 
tobacco 1* an untiring experiment, 
and new even to It* promoter*. No 
man can say how it will work out in 
advance of a test. The organization 
Is new and inexperienced, and the en- 
tire system is untried a* far a* to- 
bacco 
is 
concerned. Cooperative 
marketing may have worked 
all 
right in the fruit growing section of 
California, and the cooperative mar- 
keting of tobacco may work all right 
here, but there is all the difference 
in the world in marketing fruit and 
tobacco. There are BO many differ- 
ent grades, the territory covered i* 
BO much greater, the tobacco must be 
put tup in different way* for the use 
of the manufacturer, that It presents 
ahnost 
Insuperable dluculties, that 
seem to us cannot be overcome until 
a harmonious organization has been 
effected, and both the managers and 
their help have learned from expe- 
rience how to handle it. 
Another thing is the matter of 
production. Every 
farmer 
knows 
that a small crop of anything always 
brings more than a large crop. Vet 
the farmers will continue to plant a 
large crop which carries over a sur- 
plus, and this breaks the price. Is 
there any assurance that the mem- 
bers of cooperative marketing will 
reduce the acreage? "With all the 
pleading that newspapers of the state 
and the mass meetings have given, 
the farmers have gone right on plant- 
ing until they have broken the 
prices down to the bottom and fixed 
themselves ed they could not. secure 
credit enough to make a crop,, and 
then from sheer necessity they cat 
the acreage. 
The contract which places their to- _ 
bacco crop and its disposition abso- j 
lately in the hands of the officials of' 
Cooperative marketing does not lay 
any stress on the main factor in the 
control of the price, that of produc- 
tion. It does not say to the farmers 
unless you plant for *o many pound* 
of tobacco you will pile up each year 
*o much tobacco that the curplu* will 
break the 
Cooperative marketing 
company to finance and carry it, and 
later when the loan* are called on 
thl* cirplu* it -will knock the very 
bottom out of the market, and de- 
stroy the organization. This ques- 
tion of acreage should have been the 
moat important feature of the con- 
tract, but 1* not even 'touched up- 
pon. 


Again it la proposed to advance a 
certain percentage of 
the 
tobacco 
when it Is delivered, 'the balance re- 
maining in trust until it cam be sold. 
Out of thi* must come the charge* 
for overhead expences, the price of 
the warehouses purchased, and the 
rental and interest charges for car- 
rying the tobacco. Bow much. It will 
take of the balance of the tobacco to 
get the organization on Its fe,et we 
are not prepared to *ay, but it should 
be considerable.

CAPT. KIDD'S 


ANNIVERSARY 


NEW YORK, April 28.—Tomor- 
row will be tho 220th anniversary of 
the day Captain William Kldd sailed 
from Plymouth, En*., to New York 
to recruit lighting seamen for his gal- 
ley, The Adventure, a vessel of 284 
tons and 30 guns with which he had 
undertaken to sweep the whole race 
of pirates from the high sea*. Kidd 
had been fitted out by influential no- 
blemen, and carried commissions un- 
der .the great seal to urt <> » . 
French and ot seize pirates. He found 
volunteers plentiful in New Yoik, ana 
left with 150 tar*. 
Reports after Kidd had cruised to 
Madagascar that he and his men had 
become arch-pirates themselves re- 
sulted in hie arrest at Boston in 1699 
*nd hi* execution at London in 1701. 
But although ghastly charges were 
made against him, and his name has 
become synonymous with freebooting, 
and although treasure worth 17,000 
pound* was recovered from him, Kidd 
was never convicted ot piracy. His 
sentence was imposed for tho mur- 
der of one of his seamen, William 
Moore. Kldd contended that he was 
coerced by his crew, and that he had 
struck Moore when the latter was 
mutinous. .Many have h«ld that his 
trial was high-handed and unfair. 
Some authorities believe that he. ac- 
cepted his commission to fight piracy 
in good faith, but forgot his good in- 
tentions after he reached Madagascar 
as piracy was such a temptingly pro- 
fitable business in those days. His 
eminent patrons were absolved after 
a parliamentary investigation.
